& wherewithall roenter young Sowl- 
diers which deſire to be znſtrued 
in that part of the Art Mzliare, 
a4 which concerneth the xfantry (or 
Foot-ſouldzers) onght to bee the well mannaging and 
handling of therr Armes;, which may eafily bee ar- 
tained by frequent praFzce, and the Souldters 
thereby be brought to uſe them with eaſe, ſafery, 
and delight: where to the contrarie ( without 
exerciſe) rhe eaſieſt Armes become not only trou- 
bleſome burthens unto the unsk:Ifull bearers, but 
roo often prove dangerous and hurrfull both ro 
themſelves and fellowes that raxke and file with 
them. Neither need any bee d:ſhear:ned, for no 
man is borne 4 ſouldzer, nor can artaine to any ex- 
cellencie in the Ars militarie without prafiice z 
But bypraSice is gained bnowledge; bowledes be- 
gets courage and coxfidence; few or none being 
fearfull to execute what by frequent practice they 
have thronghly learned. | wi ri

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And therfore it will be neceſſarie for every one 
that intends any proficzencze in this part of the Ar: 
militarze, firſt ro be anſtruRed in the Poſtures and 
well handling of their Arms; (athing much to be 
deſired in our Trained Bands, though ſmall hope 
of amendmenr,ſeeing that our Sowldzers are (carce

Neverthelefſe, when I confidered thar ir 
had bcene the unhappy fate,even of the greateſt and 
beſt inventions, to bee imbaſed and vilitied; yea, 
and to bee accounted of, but as idle fancies or 
dreames before they were publiſhed, and being 
once made knowne, ſuffering roo much imbalc- 
ment, as being often undervalued z and accounted 


of but as athing, that every one could have well 
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pertormed. And hereof I might demonſtrate ma- 


ny examples : Wherefore it the paſ{on of envy, 
have in itany thing allowable and natarall, as having 
anger, feare, and other like affee#/ons : it 18 in ſome 
fuch caſeas thus, and ferverh againſt thoſe 'whick 
would u{urpe, andtake tothemſclves the kmowledze 
and inventzen, wherewith God hath denied to in- 
duethem. 

Therefore were itnot for the common good, 


and the great affection thar every one ought to 


beare to his Countrey: it-would appeare more 
commendablc.in wiſe men to conceale their ſtu- 
dies, making their Funerals in their owne -boſomes 
( whence they had their firſt b;rths ) rather then to 


expole them to the publicke, where vertuous ſtu- 


dics are too often cruciated,by the darts of envy,which 
emalignant ſpirits, to0 —_— prove = them, 
Notwithſtanding I will not altogether diſcourage 
my ſclte, although Iknow by ſufficienttryall,thar 
Cynnicks will barke at thoſe they know not : and others 
of as bad a nature, will accompany their clamonrs. 
For ſoitis with the inconfiderate multitude, who 
wanting that vertue, which wee call honefty, and 
that ſþectall grace which we call Charity : condemne 
without hearing, and wound without any offence 21- 
ven. This Ican ſpeake with pitty to my {elte, as 
having too _ and familiar expericace there-
